Precautions 

Since (tie electrical consumption of rhis unit is large, obtaining 
power source fiom wirings such as those of built in cigarette 
lighters will overload the wiring of Ihe cai 
Make sure to either use SZ-20 I optional) or connect the 
power source (red) to a position wiiti sufficient current 
capacity such as the poin! iim mediately next to the car's main 
fuse, as shown in Hie illustration above (Be sure that Ihe fuse 
is portioned between the battery and the unit) 



• Before starting to install the sot, make sure to remove the 
negative (-1 terminal ol Ihe battery in order to prevent 
shorlcircuitiriy. 

• When installation and wiring are completed, connect the 
negative ( - 1 terminal of the battery alter confirming that 
there are no errors 

• When a I use is blown out, check for any shprtcircuiting 
of cords, and then replace it with a fuse having the 
specified capacity
